THE DOCTOR'S MA1LBAG 


Second Opinion Desired 
Before Serious Operation

Q—Three years ago I was 


told by a kidney specialist 
that I had an enlargement of 
the pelvis of both my kidneys. 
He said that unless I had an 
operation on both sides 1 
would develop heart failure 
in 10 year or less. His diag- 
nosis was based solely on X 
rays. 


I was so worried I 
con- 


sulted a second specialist. He 
took X rays but he also made 
several tests of my kidney 
function and asked me many 
questions about my present 
and past health. He advised 
no operation because he said 
that, although the pelvis of 
both kidneys was enlarged, 
my kidneys were functioning 
perfectly. 


He said that the size of the 


kidney pelvis alone, with no 
accompanying 
headache 
or 


high blood pressure, was not 
sufficient reason to perform 
an operation which was suc- 
cessful in only about 50 per 
cent of cases. He advised a 
periodic checkup. 


Which opinion do vou think 


is the more reliable? 


A —This interesting story 


illustrates the fact that it is 
often wise to get a second 
opinion when a serious oper- 
ation is being considered. In 
this case I must side with the 
second consultant because it 
would seem that he took the 
trouble to make a more thor- 
ough investigation 
than the 


first. Furthermore, the rea- 
sons he gave for his opinion 
are sound. If you had Rone 
to him in the first place, how- 
ever, I doubt that you would 
have been inclined to seek a 
second opinion.

re-election will have to run on 
their own records, which are 
made on the floors of the Senate 
and the House.

defend themselves against Re» 
publican daffipaigfi ehafgea of 
fiscalirfesBofisibility and lack 
of independence. 


GOP leaders have indicated' 


that they will stress their 
charge that most Incumbent' 
Democrats

"rubber 


stamps" for the President in 
their support of costly "Great 
Society" programs enacted last 
year. 


Some Democrats seeking re- 


election think perhaps this is the 
year to be economy-minded 
when it comes to financing do- 
mestic programs. They have a 
built-in excuse for not being as 
cooperative with the President 
as they were last year. The cost 
of the war in Viet Nam Is 
mounting and It's hard to cut 
war appropriations. So the econ- 
omy drives will be aimed at 
nonwar spending. 


It isn't likely that Congress 


will shelve any of the new pro- 
grams approved last year. More 
likely it will slow them down 
temporarily by cutting the mon- 
ey needed to keep them going 
full speed ahead. 


Some presidential proposals, 


new and old, which don't need 
heavy financing also are in for 
tough sledding. 


While there is widespread sup- 


port in the House for Jolinson's 
request to change the Constitu- 
tion and elect representatives 
for four-year terms instead of 
two years, it is far from a cinch 
(hat the House will approve it. 


It takes a two-thirds vote of 


each branch of Congress to sub- 
mit a proposed constitutional 
amendment to the states. That 
means 290 votes in' the House 
and 67 in the Senate if everyone 
votes.

Cdifiputers for the Small Business? 
Even the Butcher Can Use a Computer

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—-It used to be that only the huge 


'. corporations had enough money to afford expensive computer 
systems. 


But now there are computers available for medium-sized 


:and small businesses. There are even some for the home. 
. A small electronics manufacturing firm in Seattle, for 


example, decided last year to invest $5,000 a 
month in a computer system. Today, the com- 
pany—with 300 employes and a sales volume 
of $6 million—competes with larger firms 
whose combined annual sales are more than 
$100 million. 


In Williamsport, Pa., a pharmacist turned 


his accounting over to a local data-processing 
center. Each month, after more than 23,000 
transactions, he gets a computerized sales 
and inventory report, a clerical report, profit 
and loss statement and a balance sheet. 
Average monthly cost is less than $120.

This is perhaps the most spectacular breakthrough on the 


business front by the computer—a machine which has already 
revolutionized such giants as the steel, automotive and com- 
, munications industries. 


The computer is also specifically designed to fit the pocket- 


book of even the most economy-minded small firm. 
; 
Some 25 manufacturers are now producing nearly 100 


.compact binary-computer models throughout the country. 


Says John Opel, vice-president of IBM: 
"The services of computers are generally available at 


•reasonable cost to anyone who wants to use them." 


IBM estimates that four out of five new orders for its 


System/360 Model 20 computer /renting at less than $2.000 a 
month) represent a first-time computer use. Nine out of 10 


of the company's desk-sized machines (less than $1,000 a 
month rental) are being used on the first-time basis. 


Walter Finke, president of Honeywell Electronic t)ata 


Processing, says that 55 per cent of his company's customers 
are smaller firms with annual sales of less than $50 million. 
Some 40 per cent of Honeywell's customers have less than 500 
employes.

More examples: 
• A three-man New York nuclear equipment consulting 


company uses a computer to compete with larger,firms in 
such areas as power plant design, heat transfer, fluid flow 
analysis and radiation shielding. 


• Eight small brokerage firms in New York recently In- 


stalled two computers to do their general accounting work, 
such as stock inventory and customer records and statements. 


For a firm which can't afford to lease a computer of its 


own, there are upwards of 1,000 service bureau companies 
throughout the country. These companies perform the en- 
tire data-processing operation for customers, making one 
computer installation available for hundreds of users. 


One of the smallest of these operations is run by Mr. and 


Mrs. Charles Ward, a Milford, Conn., husband-wife team of 
accountants. 


'Last June, Ward installed data-processing equipment in 


the basement of his home. Among his 40 accounts are physici- 
ans, service stations, a saddlebag maker, a rug cleaner and 
even a computer center—which provides its own customers 
with advanced computer services but finds" its accounting is 
handled best by Ward. 


Ward now can crank out a financial statement for a client 


in minutes rather than days. 


"He may be going to the bank to get a loan or he may want 


to know how his business is doing today, right now. We give 
him a report in an hour or so," Ward says.

The latest development in computer accessibility is a con-

locations access to a machine at a fraction of what it would 
cost each of them to use it alone. 


Through an outlet In his office, any businessman can com- 


municate with the computer and have it perform his account- 
ing, cost control, freight monitoring or billing chores in 
seconds. 


Two IBM data centers are currently offering this service to 


about 50 s c i e n t i s t s each, all of whom can communicate 
simultaneously with the machine. 


And when the calls come, the computer does everything 


but say hello. Some cynics are convinced that the computers 
will one day be programmed to do even that. 


PATENTED PATTERN—At first glance it may look like 
massed television sets, but it's actually the wall of a Bel- 
gian political party's headquarters in Brussels.

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Newsman Is 
Convicted 
of Perjury

MORRILTON, Ark. (AP)—A 


weary jury convicted Gene Wir- 
ges of perjury at 3:58 a.m. to- 
day in Conway County Circuit 
Court . 


The former weekly newspa- 


per publisher received the ver- 
dict stoically. "I was not s u r- 
prised," he said later. 


The jury set punishment at 


three years in prison. Judge 
Russell C. Roberts, who pre- 
sided over the three-day trial, 
scheduled formal sentencing for 
10 a.m. Saturday. 


Wirges said a motion for a 


new trial will be filed, probably 
a tthat time. He remained free 
on bond. 


The jury, with a mountain of 


evidence to consider, deliber- 
ated two hours and 14 minutes. 
The verdict was handed to 
Roberts and he read it from 
the bench. 


About 75 persons stayed in 


the courtroom until the verdict 
was returned. More than 100 
persons were on hand, for most 
of (.he trial. 


The first two days of the trial 


were devoted to testimony on 
defense motions for a change 
of venue and for disqualifica- 
tion of the jury panel. Both 
motions were overruled. 


The defense contended that 


Wirges could not get a fair 
trail in Conway County because 
of his fight against the political 
establishment headed by Sher- 
iff Marlin Hawkins.

Hope Going 
to Higher 
Phone Group 


It has become necessary for 


Hope to be placed in a higher 
telephone rate grouping, South- 
western Bell - Arkansas an- 
nounced today. 


The Arkansas Public Service 


Commission in 1953 set the pre 
sent rate groupings, to provide 
that cities of similar size and 
telephone development in the 
state will pay the same basic 
local rates. 


Under these schedules, tele- 


phone customers in the larger 
cities pay somewhat higher rate 
than those in smaller towns. All 
subscribers are treated fairly, 
since they pay like charges for 
like amounts of service. A city 
moves into a higher — or lower 
- rate grouping as it increases 
or decreases in size. 


The Hope telephone exchange, 


which has been in Rate Group 
IV (2,500 - 
4,999 telephones), 


now has more than 5,145 tele- 
phones, placing it in Rate Group 
V (5,000 - 9,999 telephones). 


This is the 
first change in 


Hope's 
telephone rates since 


1953. Residence rates will be ad- 
justed a maximum of only 25c

month, and business rates 


a maximum of only $1.25 a 
onth. The new rates will go 
into effect with the March 7,1966 
telephone bills.

A total of 707 Communists 


were reported killed by the Al- 
lied forces, with the U.S. 1st 
Cavalry, Airmobile, Divison ac- 
counting for the highest count of 
514, spokesmen said. In addi- 
tion, 120 enemy soldiers were 
reported captured and as many 
as 75 per cent of the 506 sus- 
pects detained were identified 
as Viet Cong. 


U. S. Air Force a n d Navy 


Planes attacked North Viet Nam 
for the fourth consecutive day, 
striking at storage areas, high- 
ways, bridges and shipping, but 
bad weather again prevented 
accurate assessment of dam- 
age. No planes were reported 
lost. 


But spokesmen announced the 


loss of three in South Viet Nam 
m the past 24 hours with t w o 
Americans and three Vietnam- 
ese killed and one American 
pilot rescued unhurt. 


The American, South Viet- 


namese and Korean troops in 
Operation Masher were contin- 
uing the hunt for a third Com- 
munist regiment of about 1,200 
men, possibly all North Viet- 
namese, still reported in the 
area. 


The Allied force encountered 


only light sniper fire in the 
past 24 hours. The cavalrymen 
probed an area on the western 
side of the 13-mile-square battle 
zone which was heavily pounded 
by Air Force B52s from Guam 
Wednesday in an effort to cut 
off the Communist escape. 


The Americans reported that 


the bombers had destroyed 
numerous bunkers and trench- 
es. Some equipment and torn 
uniforms were found but the 
Communists appeared to have 
carried away their dead and 
wounded.

Johnson Asks 
Billions to 
Hike Incomes

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


blue-ribbon commission recom- 
mended to President Johnson 
and Congress today that every 
American family be guaranteed 
a minimum annual income. 


The annual cost of such a plan 


was said to range from $2 bil- 
lion to $20 billion, depending on 
its scope. As many as 35 million 
inimum 
income 
level 
was 


fixed at $3,000 a year. 


This was but one of dozens of 


ambitious 
recommendations 


that grew out of a year-long 
study by a 14-member National 
Commission on Technology, Au- 
tomation and Economic Prog- 
ress. The group was created by 
Congress 
and 
appointed b y 


Johnson to study "technological 
unemployment 
and 
related 


problems." 


Many of the commission find- 


ings are certain to arouse con- 
troversy. Perhaps anticipating 
this, it said "today's more ad- 
vanced ideas will be common- 
place tomorrow." 


The guaranteed income idea 


was labeled worthy of further 
study in Johnson's 
economic 


report to Congress last month. 
Under the plan, the federal gov- 
ernment would make up the dif- 
ference between a family's ac- 
tual income and a fixed mini- 
mum standard. 


Almost every recommenda- 


tion drew unanimous support 
from the panel, which included 
verse 
viewpoints 
as 
board 


chairman Thomas J. Watson Jr. 
of IBM Corp., and Walter P. 
Reuther, president of the United 
Auto Workers Union. 


Among the unanimous recom- 


mendations in the 210-page re- 
port were these: 


— The federal government 


should become "employer of 
last resort" for the hard-core 
jobless, paying them to work in 
local hospitals, schools, police 
departments and other "useful 
community 
enterprises." 
It

Home project adds a special touch to a child's Valentine's Day greeting. Kindergar- 
ten age and older children can make their own printing blocks, using casting plaster, 
and a cardboard box. Selecting supplies, the young printer here coats the inside of 
her cardboard box mold with a thin film of petroleum jelly. This keeps the plaster 
from sticking to the box. Once the plaster sets (about one hour) the design is cut 
into the block or is transferred from a paper design to the block. Ink, spread on a 
flat cardboard, is applied to the block with a roller. A sheet of paper is pressed firmly 
on the block. When peeled off, it is n special Valentine. 


to two parts water in an 
empty coffee can.

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Spanish Olives Store Well

as a duck in a pond. He was the steward-chef on our home- 
ward-bound Iberian jet, and he revealed a wide knowledge 
of fine Spanish food.

Our first question to our Iberian steward-chef was what is 


the best way to store green olives after you've taken some 
out of the bottles. In effect, this was his reply: 


Green olives, whether unstuffed or stuffed with pimento, 


anchovies, etc., are packed in a brine solution containing 
lactic acid. Both the brine and the lactic acid act as preserv- 
atives, so an opened jar of green olives.presents no great 
storage problems. Refrigeration prolongs the storage life. 
Occasionally, after prolonged storage, even under refrigera- 
tion, a thin film of mold will form on the top of a jar of olives. 
This does not indicate the olives are "bad." Transferring the 
olives and brine to a smaller jar, thus reducing the air space * 
between the olives and jar top, will inhibit the formation of 
this film.
